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Kersey is a small village in South Suffolk which 
still retains much of its old-time charm and in¬ 
terest in spite of the all-pervading bicycle and 
motor. Its tiled and gabled roofs, overgrown with 
moss and lichens, still stand as they have done 
for many years to remind the passer-by of the 
“good old days” and the futility of the modern 
motto : “Eush and bustle.” 
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
